Interference at Tsingtao 
‘The reference by Mr. Alan Chorlton, 
Nationalist Conservative member for Bury, 














t20 of a shipment of steel samples to Shanghs 
indicates that he is not fully apprised of ali 
the facts in that particular case. According to 
the information available, the Naval Mission 
Fefused a Tsingtao firm permission to ship a selec- 
tion of steel samples to its offices in Shanghai, 
they having been sent to Tsingtao on consignment. 
The Mission not only refused to pass the ship- 
ment, but declined to accept the application 
declaring that under no consideration was the 
shipment of metals to be permitted. It was 
explained by the shipper that the samples in 
}question were of very small value, in support 
of which a statement setting forth the contents 
of the consignment was produced, but the 
Naval Mission remained adamant on the sub- 
Ject. The matter was then taken up officially 
with the result that in a few days an adjust- 
ment was reached. In future application for 
shipments of an exceptional nature, it was 
requested, should be made through’ the con- 
sulate of’ the shipper and the Japanese con- 
sulate, which would provide for the Naval 
Mission being notified in advance of the arrival 
Jot the application, and enable it to be on the 
look out for it when it was presented. Such 
application was in fact made, the permit was 
immediately granted and the goods have since 
been shipped. These facts, however, do not 
mean that there has been any cessation in the 
interference with British trade at Tsingtao, It 
js still being subjected to exchange, financing 
fand other regulations which mske it impossible 
to do business, and it may safely be said that 
the obstruction which is being offered to the 
trade of third Power neutrals elsewhere in 
[China is being faithfully reproduced in Tsingtao. 











Government Obstacles 

When General Doihara, Japan's author of 
‘mysterious polities and subtle designs, returned 
jto Peiping, it was stated that he had in his 
pocket complete plans for the new federal 
government upon which Japan places so much 
importance. For the time being, there they 
will stay because Marshal Wu Pel-fu, the form- 
er Chihli warlord, has refused to accept the 
presidency although it was understood that 
originally he had assented to the proposal 
Whether this refusal is in the nature of a 
Cesarian gesture is not known at present. To 
a man like Marshal Wu, who once enjoyed the 
choicest fruits of power’ in China, and with no 
particular interest in the Nationalist doctrines 
of General Chiang Kai-shek and the Kuomin- 
tang, the opportunity dangling before him to 
head the new government must be tempting. 
Hn the turbulent days of civil war preceding 
‘the emergence of the Nationalist Government 
when warlords with huge armies roamed the 
country, creating kingdoms of their own and 
using guile, money and arms in ambitious 
‘schemes of conquest, it was said, like the 
prizefighter, there is fever a successful come- 
back but they rarely can quit the game. 
‘Marshal Wu was defeated by General Chiang’s

though the process of his decline was already 
far advanced. High hopes were set on Marshal 
Wu's ability as a statesman and soldier to 
bring some form of order out of the military 
‘and political chaos into which the country was 
plunged before the Nationalist revolution but, 
wiser than other leaders who afterwards suf 
fered extinction, he retired and devoted him- 
self to developing his poctical gifts which were 
said to be as great as his military and adminis- 
trative promise, In creating the new federal 
government, it was natural that the Japanese, 
who with a few: exceptions have been sin- 
gularly unsuccessful in attracting men of posi- 
Uion and influence, should turn to these figures 
of bygone days, especially Marshal Wu Pei-fu 
and General Chih Hsieh-yuan, who already 
possesses a post but has been’ mentioned in 
connection with that of chief executive. If 
North China, where Japanese occupation has 
bbeen longest’ and most Ormly established, is 
unable to produce the man of the moment, it 
seems inevitable that resort must be had’ to 
those surrounding the Reformed Government 
in Nanking. Mr, Wen Tsung-yao recently stated 
that by the middle of this month regional ad- 
ministrations will have been established in 
Hankow, Kwangtung, Kwangsi_ and Inner 
Mongolia and delegates will be invited to the 
third conference of the Provisional and Re- 
formed Governments at Nanking when the 
larger question of a federal government will 
be settled. ‘This statement appears, in the light 
of events, to have been highly optimistic and 
until the right anan for the presidency has 
been discovered Japan's plans must remain in 
abeyance, 


The German Flight 

‘The flight of the German Condor machine 
from Berlin to Tokyo in 46 hours ranks as one 
of the greatest in recent years for it proves 
conclusively the degree “of efficiency and 
reliability possessed by modern aircraft, Two 
days after leaving ‘Tempelhof aerodrome, 
Berlin, the machine was In Tokyo, 14,000 
kilometres away, having spanned nearly half 
the globe with three stops for refuelling. How- 
ever great the praise bestowed on the crew 
‘and builders of this machine, which already 
has a return ight from Berlin to New York 
to its credit, there should be due appreciation 
of the more’ valuable aspect of its influence on 
world aerial communications unfortunately in- 
terrupted in development, as for as the Far 
East is concerned, by the present hostilities 
British and French alr lines are entering 
Hongkong from Europe. Pan-American Airways, 
is entering Hongkong from the Pacific Coast of 
‘America and the Netherlands air line is link- 
ing the Netherlands East Indies with Holland, 
‘A network of Sino-American and Sino-German 
services had made great headway in China up 
to the beginning of the hostilities and plans 
‘were in an advanced stage for extending Im- 
peril Airways from Hongkong to Shanghai. 
There had been discussions for a service be- 
tween China and Japan but political obstacles 
prevented fruition although Japan has been 
maintaining regular services with Manchoukuo 
jad North China, Recently, another Jink in the 
world chain of airlines was provided by the 
inauguration of the Shanghal-Tokyo service 
which originally was a. military route but is 
now commercial and, irrespective of political 
factors, is bound to have a tremendous effect 
‘on communications, Major-General Ott, German 
Ambassador to Tokyo, praising the’ Gorman 
Might, expressed the hope that it would be the 
forerunner of a regular service between Berlin 
jand Tokyo, The Condor made the flight smooth- 
ly and rapidly, and there is no reason why 
there should not be extension on a regular 
scale, Normal_ development of air communica 
tions in the Far East has been halted by un- 
usual circumstances but this part of the world

A powerful 35-kilowatt: shortwave 
broadcast station, constructed by the 
British Marconi ‘interests, is nearing 
completion. 

By means of this station, China 
hopes to be able to broadcast, direct 
to radio listeners in: Britain, Europe 
‘and America, from Chungking, the 
latest information on the military 
situation in the hostilities between 
China and Japan, presenting Chinese 
views, 

‘The new station is at present being 
tested daily at 10 am. to 12 noon 
‘and also from 2 pm. to 4 pm. Chung- 
‘king time, which is roughly one hour 
behind ‘Shanghai time, using four 
wavelengths 16, 19, 25 and 31 metre 
‘bands, 

‘The call signs are XGOX and 
‘XGOY and the broadcasts are made 
in English and Chinese. 

‘The new station, which is said to 
be the most powerful in the Far East, 
hhas taken more than one year 19 
build, the British engineers having 
arrived in China shortly after the 
fall of Nanking —Reuter.

closed to shipping for many weeks. 
Both Generals Wang and Chang are 
now in Ningpo but the former is 
[said to be leaving. soor 
‘The Military Affairs Council is 
stated to have recently sent a repre- 
sentative to Kinhwa where the dis- 
missed general underwent _ inter- 
rogation. He is also reported to have 
been questioned in regard to the 
alleged irregularity in connection 
[with the closing of the district which 
has caused numerous Shanghai mer- 
chants to sustain heavy losses. Some 
Jor General Wang's subordinates are 
alleged to have organized shipping 
firms to compete with shipping mer- 
chants. 
Some Chinese merchants who have 
suffered losses as a result of the 
lelosing of the district have adver- 
ised in the Chinese press asking that 
they be organized into a group.

[Scots, and Hungus, King of the Picts, St, 
Andrew's cross appeared one night in’ the 
heavens. In the engagement next day they 
were victorious, and swollen with their 
success, but humble in face of what they! 
Jeonceived to be saintly intervention they’ 
proceeded barefoot to the kirk of St. Andrew, 
Jand there vowed to adopt’ the cross. as the! 
national emblem. It was the very least they 
could do in the circumstances, though. in| 
justice to these saints who appear to have! 
[busied themselves so greatly about the affairs 
of mankind, it has to be admitted that! 
‘Athelstan himself was at times not without 
fa little of the same assistance. ‘Thus when 
fhe was dealing with a band of marauding 
[Scots,—it will be noticed that they got into, 
‘bad habits quite early,—he had reached the| 
‘Tyne to find that his quarry had retreated. 
|At midnight the spirit of St. John of Beverley’ 
‘appeared and bade him cross the river at! 
daybreak, for he “should discomfit the foe.” 
‘Athelstan obeyed and reduced the whole! 
‘kingdom to subjection. It was upon that that} 
Edward I founded his claim to the Scottish 
‘throne, which does not seem to have worried 
‘the Scots overmuch until they conquered 
‘England with the incursion of James I. Since 
‘then the Sassenach has assumed the position 
of the submerged majority, and despite bitter 
erles for the right of self-determination has 
remained in that subordinate position ever 
since. 

Much has been made in history of the 
acquisitive instinets of the Scot, as also of 
their hospitality. The hearty welcome given 
to English cattle driven across the border is 
but one example of that particularly gracious 
trait of the Scot, and the English have learned 
by long experience that once a Scot has hold 
of something it is difficult to persuade him 
to let go. Hence the failure of the home| 
rule for England movement. In addition to| 
the capture of England the Scots are remark- 
able for two other great achievements the 
Invention of the bagpipe and the discovery 
lof the haggis. Authorities differ as to which 
comes first. ‘MacHinery in his famous work 
‘on Scottish flora is convinced that the haggis 
[was discovered first, and endows that strange 
confection with the maternal parenthood of 
the pipes. Something had to be found to 
drown the dying cries of the haggis, and it 
is now the custom, when the sacrificial haggis 
fs slain upon such occasions as today, to ac-| 
company the ritual with the piercing’ shrieks 
of the bagpipes in order to hide all sound 
of the hideous work which is toward. But 
this authority's version is not generally ac~ 
cepted, the opposition view being that the 
pipes came first and that in sheer despera- 
tion the Scots invented the haggis for the 
purpose of producing that degree of anaes~ 
thesia without which the piereing note of the 
pipes would be almost unbearable. It will 
[be noticed that the Scot under the influence 
of the haggis and the pipes, and also with 
the generous assistance from the quaich 
sheds his dour moroseness and for the time 
lbecomes a radiant creature of generous 
enthusiasms. Occasions have been known! 
when Scots under the combined influence of 
the three have actually been known to laugh 
uproariously every time a sixpence exploded. 
Such instances, it is recorded, are, however, 
rare. It is probably one of the strange fea- 
tures of the race that apart from St. Andrew's 
[Day the Scots have few other festivals. One 
is the strange habit of massing in St. Paul's 
Churchyard to see the New Year in. It is 
thought that particular spot is chosen be- 
cause admission to jt is free, though, of 
course, there may be some other esoteric 
reason not to be understood by the southron. 

It would be possible to dilate at even. 
greater lengths on the peculiarities of the 
yace which is holding high festival today. 
But it is not necessary,—may not, indeed, be 
particularly safe. In Shanghai a full pro- 
gramme has been arranged, including the 
usual Ewo Handicap which’ commences the 
day and the ball which brings it to a close. 
The death of Queen Maud of Norway, and the

customary brilliance. Nor will the conditions 
Which pertain in Shanghat make it possible 
to colebrate the festival with that freedom 
from eare which has marked other years. 
But it is well that in such circumstances the 
individual races which go to make up the 
United Kingdom should remember the lands 
lof their birth. No one is more attached to 
fhis than the average Scot. In Shanghai the 
‘Scots form a section of the community of 
which they can well be proud. There are 
many of their number who have given will- 
ingly of their time in the service of the city 
‘and thelr fellow citizens. In their festivities 
they Will be joined by many other nationals 
[if not in person at least in spirit, and it is 
to be hoped that St. Andrew's Society will 
secure a suitable addition to their charity 
funds as a result.

THE YOUNG CRIMINAL 
Dee. 1. 

In the carly part of last month a young 
father was sentenced to imprisonment for 
stuelly to his child of only a few months old. 
‘The baby had annoyed him by erying con- 
tinuously, and he had severely beaten it 
about the face. His wife stated that 
this was not the first time that he had 
mistreated the child, and that she had deter- 
‘mined the father should never see it again. 
Incidentally she mentioned that, ‘when. he 
married her, she did not know that he had 
‘been whipped with the eat-o'-nine-tails, and it 
was only when she saw the scars on his back 
that she obtained the facts from him. He 
hhad been thrashed for robbery with violence. 
‘Tho case does nothing to sctile the old con- 
troversy as to whether whipping criminals 
borutalizes them, for those who hold the con- 
trary view will point out that the man must 
have been a brute to commit the erime for 
which he received the: punishment, though 
there may be something to be said for the 
‘argument that, perhaps in his case, the treat~ 
ment accorded him increased his depravity 
to such an extent as to make it possible to 
iMl-treat his small ehild. ‘The incident is quoted 
in conneetion with the second reading of the 
Criminal Justice Bill which has. been pr 
posed by Sir Samuel Hoare, Home Secretar 
in the House of Commons, for in this pro 
posed enactment new methods have. been 
devised to deal with criminals, especially the 
younger ones. ‘The text of the Bill is not yet 
‘o hand, but Sir Samuel's speech as reported 
by Reuter gives sufficient indication of the 
new, and very libera’ lines upon which i 
sought to deal with the young offender. It is 
proposed to establish compulsory attendance 
centres to which the young can be sent for 
a limited number of hours—the maximum 
being sixty over a period of six months—and 
at which they would be ordered to attend 
for a given number of hours a day, the 
number never to exceed three. The’ idea 
being that those so sentenced would be 
ordored {o attend the centres on Saturday 
afternoons or evenings, that they be deprived 
of leisure, and of such fun as attending 
football matches or the cinema, and to make 
them look rather ridiculous’ among their 
friends. 

Obviously it is a measure designed to bring! 
into play the curative values of punishment, 
and to avoid making young offenders into 
hardened criminals, and it would indeed be 
rash to suggest that there is not good reason 
for the introduction of such a measure. 
‘Whether in operation it will prove as success- 
ful as its sponsors hope remains to be seen. 
but the experiment is worth trying, and it 
will be watehed with interest. ‘On the face 
of it the scheme follows the minor school 
punishment of being “kept in’ after hours 
and so long as the guilty one is reasonably 
felose to school age it may have something| 
of a deterrent effect, though that is entirely 
dependent upon the recaleitrancy of the sub- 
ject. An offender sentenced to the maximum 
would in fact be “Kept in” two-and-a-half 
hours a week for six months and if taken on| 
a Saturday afternoon might certainly deprive 
hhim of his football matches. He would not 
necessarily miss his cinemas for they would 
be available on every night of the week in 
cluding Saturday, though that might be cured 
by an order banning him from such amuse 
ment. Whether this would earn for him the 
ridicule of his fellows is doubtful, for those 
who are able’ to throw their memory back 
will remember that the perversity of the im- 
mature mind clothes the young malefactor 
with a kind of glory, which, however spurious 
it may appear to elders, is for the time being 
{a reality to youth. There is a wrong-headed 
loyalty amongst the young to their fellows, 
‘and the danger is that even if a friend is made 
to look ridiculous he will receive more in the 
nature of misplaced sympathy than anything. 
‘else. He may feel somewhat ludicrous for a 
while but the admiration of his fellows may’ 
‘very well act in his mind as an offset. ‘That 
is where the danger of the experiment lies. 
‘Older people are so apt to forget what it was 
to be young, and all the clever devices of| 
maturity may fail against those qualities or 
lack of them which are occasionally over~ 
ooked. 

That the rigid application of the tex 
talionis may have the effect of brutalizing 
riminals who ought to be given a chance 
of reform is generally recognized today, but 
it is stil dimeult to sce what can possibly 
fake its place as a punishment for certain 
jerimes. It can only be a matter of specula~ 
tion as to whether the young father would 
Ihave been a better man had he not been 
[whipped for his original offence, and conse- 
quently only a guess as to whether the child 
would have escaped the brutality to which 
it was subjected had its father’s carlier 
history been different. In all probability if| 
{it had been possible to apply milder punish~ 
ments to earlier delinquencies the corrective 
might have had a beneficial effect, but much 
more information will be needed on the 
subject before a decision can be properly. 
reached concerning the effectiveness of 
corporal punishment in certain cases. which 
in English law are by now very well defined. 
The proposed experiment will be watched 
by criminologists with the closest of 
attention. It is apparent that despite the 
hhuge strides which have been made in the 
{treatment of the criminal there is still much 























time when it will be necessary to hang the

room for improvement, and if criminals can 





‘be transformed into law-abiding members 
of the community by such means as those 
suggested in this Bill, then the sooner the 
application of the basic principle is extended 
the better it may prove to be all round. 
Unfortunately in the matter of reform in 
the treatment of delinquents progress has 
to be made slowly. A great deal depends 
upon the people who are to be in charge 
of the administration of such punishments, 
They will be required to have a great 
amount of insight into human nature, and 
‘more particularly that sort of humanity 
Which is: most prone to crime, It may very 
well prove that such a system as that pro- 
posed may have in it the seeds of a re~ 
markably fine development, but the danger 
in continually mitigating the punishment to 
be meted out to the young criminal is that 
a point may be reached where the sanctions 
of the law are unable to command for it the 
respect which it should have, ‘That is no 
reason why the Government's scheme should 
not be tried out, for the more the admini 
‘ration of justice is made reformative instead 
of punitive the better it will be for all con= 
cerned. 


M. DALADIER’S SUCCESS 
Dec. 2. 
When M, Daladier, the French Prime 
Minister, under the powers conferred upon 
him decreed amongst other things the suspen 
sion of the 40-hour week in France he was 
asking for trouble, It was one of the 
things which Labour had secured after a 
hard struggle, and it was only natural that 
its temporary abandonment would arouse 
resentment. ‘That was because of no dis~ 
loyalty to France, but rather because there 
is always a deep suspicion in the ranks of 
Labour, in France as well as in other parts 
of the world, that national necessities are 
occasionally pleaded as the reason for sus~ 
pending important concessions to Labour the 
temporary qualities of which have at times 
been so prolonged as to become almost per~ 
manencies, In order to place France in a 
proper posture of defence M, Daladier be- 
lieved that an extraordinary effort could 
justifiably be demanded from the whole 
nation, and so far as Labour was concerned 
he felt that an extension of the forty-hour 
‘week until national defence had been per- 
fected was the best contribution which could 
be demanded of it, ‘The General Confedera~ 
tion of Labour, the principal party, decided 
upon a general strike, But in the ranks of 
Labour itself there was no unanimity, and 
certain unions not only opposed such a step 
but gave instructions to their members to 
take no part in it, but continue to work. 
‘They based their action on the declared be- 
lief that the proposed strike was political 
and not industrial as the Confederation had 
claimed, and to that extent shared the view 
‘of M, Daladier himself, who all along con 
tended that the proposed general strike was 
‘@ political weapon levelled against his Minis- 
try. If indeed it were political it constituted, 
in the circumstances an act of disloyalty to 
France and her own interests, and once the 
issue was so clearly put before the workers 
there could be very little doubt as to the 
outcome. Fortunately Frenchmen are for 
France first, last and all the time and the 
full realization of her imperative needs 
cleared, submerged individual desires. 
‘Therein is the reason why the proposed 
strike failed in an issue between fidelity to 
the nation or to the union; the former won, 
M, Daladier while making adequate pre- 
parations to deat with any situation arising 
from a strike which might have proved mote 
successful, did not commit the folly of taking 
such action as might have sowed the seed 
of future bitterness, He did make sure that 
the essential services should be maintained, 
and that loyal workers should be protected if, 
they desired to continue with their work, 
but apart from that he refrained from taking 
the steps he could legally have taken, and 
the result is that there should be very Jittle 
bitterness over the very manifest reverse ad- 
ministered to the Confederation. .‘The situa- 
tion might have been vastly different had 
there been unity amongst the ranks of French 
Labour on the matter, but it is quite clear 
that the Confederation was acting against 
the desires of a substantial section of Labour, 
even if it were not the majority. Had there 
been unanimity it is possible that M. Daladier 
might have been obliged to take measures 
which would have engendered that resent 
ment which should be absent as matters 
stand, though in the inner councils of the 
movement there will be no small degree of 
dismay at the lamentably poor showing which 
has resulted from the recalcitrant attitude it 
has adopted in the matter, It is to be sup- 
posed that M, Daladier's success will very 
considerably strengthen his position, and that 
he will be able to continue his government 
by decree until the end of the period which 
has been allowed him. Reason demands that 
he should be given the full time necessary 
to indicate what results he is yoing to obtain, 
while there will always be the internal un- 
eusiness which must arise from these 
‘continual crises which have a poor effect on 
public opinion at home as well as abroad, 
Fortunately, however, these domestic dif- 
ferences of the French do not always assume 
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the character of similar schisms in other| 
countries. What to some people would seem 
to be evidence of indiscipline and mutual 
opposition, {s no more than that type of family 
squabble, in which the participants immedi- 
ately coalesce to defend their rights to differ 
‘against any intervener. In this particular] 
instance the French Premier has obtained an 
outstanding suecess and the position of his] 
Government in the country is very consider- 
ably strengthened. Had the administration 
been foreed to take those repressive measures, 
which were so greatly to be feared, the! 
situation might have very considerably de- 
teriorated, Tn the circumstances it can 
afford to be magnanimous regarding those| 
who have been arrested in connection with. 
this abortive strike. What M. Daladier's| 
next step will be the world will probably. 
goon know. He can summon Parliament 
immediately, secure a vote of confidence for! 
urgent proceedings in regard to the Budget 
debate, thereby securing the quick formation 
‘of the new majority, or delay until Decem- 
ber 13, forming the new majority by group- 
ing in’ the meantime. ‘That he may find it 
advisable to reconsider some of the recent 
decreases, and possibly lower some of the 
taxation in order to secure a general appease 
‘ment of the situation arising from this form 
‘of government by decree may turn out to 
be the case, for nothing becomes a victor in 
such a struggle as that which is now passed 
than the display of some form of generosity 
which, while it does not interfere seriously 
with the attainment of his main objectives, 
affords concessions which are acceptable to 
the losers.

SPACE FOR TIME 
Dec. 3.

The Japanese 
Prime Minister is reported to have sald that 
the end of the incident ean come sooner than 
anticipated should Chiang Kai-shek be pre- 
pared, after the resignation of his present 
government, to take part in a new Chinese 
government. ‘This does not on the face of 
At moderate previous Japanese announcements 
that they will not have anything to do with 
the Generalissimo, but it does point out o 
means, whereby Chiang, having disbanded hiv 
‘own regime, might find a place in the new 
‘one which is being set up under Japanese 
ausplees, The suggested offer, if it is ever 
made, of the very small sprat of some sort 
of office in exchange for the very large 
mackerel to be found in Chiang's abdication, 
is not likely to prove much of an induce 
ment to him to relinquish his present strug- 
tle, for what in fact is proposed is that the 
Generalissimo should surrender to the Peiping 
Government which in his eyes amounts to no| 
more than a rebel institution, and, at its 
pleasure, accept some sort of position under 
it, Were he to do anything of the sort he 
would be a most undignified figure in the 
eyes of the world, for having committed him- 
self so definitely to resistance of the Japanese 
invasion, and having sworn not to lay down 
the sword until China's victory is achieved, 
to do anything such as is suggested in the 
report would deny all that determination with 
which he has fought during the past eighteen 
months, and to discontinue that type of war- 
fare which is undoubtedly giving the Japanese 
authorities at the moment some cause for 
anxiety, Of the military successes of the 
invaders there cannot be the slightest doubt. 
‘They have gained substantial victories, have 
penetrated into the very heart of the country, 
‘and completely dominate the Chinese coast, 
But they have not brought the issue to a 
decision, and judging from all the portents 
that result is just as far away now as it} 
‘was at the commencement of the hostilities. 

Mr, Edgar Mowrer, European correspondent 
for the Chicago “Daily News” is quoted ax 
responsible for the following story. General 
Pei Chung-hsi, asked to explain the Chinese 
tacties of withdrawal before the Japanese 
armies, remarked: “We are buying time 
with space,” an epigrammatic assessment of 
the situation which is adopted by Wolf 
Schenke in an article appearing in the “Zeits- 
chrift fur Geopolitik,” entitled “Japan in the| 
Quagmire.” Herr Schenke finds various 
reasons for the surprising course of the Sino- 
‘Japanese hostilities, and claims that the de- 
cisive one was that the majority of the observ- 
ers, and one of the belligerent parties 
themselves, when forecasting at the begin- 
ning of the fighting, and weighing up oppos- 
ing forces, forgot, or wrongly estimated one 
decisive factor—space. ‘Those who expected 
a quick victory for Japan believed that} 
‘Japan's military resources were so immensely 
superior to those of the Chinese that the 
space factor could be ignored, and this th> 




















trained observer, writing for a highly 
technical German journal, points out has, 
since become evident as a fundamental error. 
Proper appreciation of the space factor and 
the strong use of space-destroying forces 
would have made all the difference and 
{hight have proved for Japan the more 
favourable course. He considers that Japan| 
made a mistake when she permitted herself 
to be drawn into a senseless war of attrition 
around Shanghai, even though it might have | 
iyeen found necessary to withdraw her small 
forces from this port, and thereby demon- 
strated the fact that’ the space factor had 
tboen left out of account. Herr Schenke's 
argument is that Japan should have employed 
Targe adequate forces for the striking of| 
immediately decisive blows, and contends| 
that the policy of endeavouring to settle the 
whole affair with comparatively small bodies 
of troops, which had to be somewhat slowly 
feinforeed, played into Chinese hands. 

Jopanese announcements that they would 
follow Chiang Kai-shek wherever he went| 
‘until he was rooted out, might have been 
statements of general military and political 
policy in China, but it was certainly not fully 
in the mind of either the Japanese Govern-| 
‘ment nor its high command. When Shanghai 
fell, the ery was “On to Nanking.” With 
the’ collapse of Hsuchowfu the slogan was 
“A march direct to Hankow" and it was| 
apparently hoped that, with the successive| 
capture of these and other important points, 
the Chinese would become more amenable to| 
suggestions of peace. ‘The fact that the 
Japanese forces were unable to follow the! 
‘Chinese up quickly as they lett these strong 
holds, and that after these successes the 
Tapanese failed to deliver those swift blows’ 
‘which should have destroyed the retreating| 
armies of the Chinese has permitted the| 
‘operation of the space factor which has! 
allowed the Chinese to gain time. ‘The result] 
is that, though the Chinese armies have suf-| 
fered very heavy losses, they have been given| 
opportunities to reform, and have by no| 
means been annihilated.’ Herr Schenke sums| 
up the situation as follows :— 

Te the Japanese were now, at the last 

minute, to want to begin on a strategic plan 
Of desiruction, the fact would have to be 
noted that It's now too late. On the far 
Side. of the ine running from Peking to 
Hankow they will find themselves Jn a terri- 
tory where the great armies that would be 
Necessary for such a plan could no longer 
‘operate. The forces required would be far| 
in excess of those required up to now, and 
Success would remain extremely doubtful, 
Space is permitting China to survive, and for 
that reason it would be ‘best. to conclude 
peace. 
If the German observer's conclusion is cor- 
rect then the Japanese Prime Minister's very 
‘small sprat is unlikely to assist in the capture: 
‘of the Chinese mackerel. It is possible that! 
all these considerations are as fully appre- 
ciated. by Chiang Kai-shek as they are by 
the writer quoted. in which event there is 
little hope that this very slight modification’ 
of Japanese intentions will do anything more 
than confirm thé Chinese in thelr intention 
to continue the struggle. ‘This process of| 
purchasing time by space may continue for 
8 long time to come, for in the currency with’ 
which China is purchasing time she still has 
plenty of resources, and a very considerable 
period may have to pass before they are 
reduced to anything like exhaustion. 











THE BUS SERVICE 
Dec. 5. 

The large number of letters, which have 
recently appeared in the correspondence 
columns of the “North-China Daily News” 
in connection with the buses, may be divided 
info two classes, one in which the complaints 
appear to have some justification, and others 
which have doubtless been inspired by the| 
annoyance of the moment. In order that they 
may be placed in their proper perspective it 
is necessary to recall the circumstances. in 
which the China General Omnibus Co. is 
at present operating. Conditions in Shanghai 
fare abnormal. Asa result of the outbreak 
of hostilities the full population of the In- 
ternational Settlement is being accommodated 
in Dut one-half of its area, while to this 
overcrowding has to be added the large 
influx from neighbouring districts, so that it 
will be readily understood an unusually’ 
heavy demand has been made upon all forms 
of passenger transport. Trafic which would 
ordinarily be operating throughout the 
whole of the Settlement has been in the 
main restricted to the same area, with the 
result that there has arisen a. general con- 
estion of trae on the streets. This, faced 
with an astonishingly high Increase in pas- 
senger traffle—the bus company carried 
during November 85 per cent. more pas- 
sengers than in July, 1937, and 47 per cent. 
more than in June of ‘this year,—the company 
has found its running times reduced to such 
an extent, that instead of an average. speed 
of 10.miles an hour, the buses are running 
at 8 miles an hour, a loss of 20 per cont. 
Jn time which represents an equal reduction 





‘The situation will be materially eased when! 
the Eastern and Northern districts are fully] 
reopened and large numbers of residents will 
bbe able to return and live closer to their 
work, in which event the present strain will 
be relieved in all directions. 

‘The question of the rush hours is a prob- 
‘tem in all cities of the world, as witness 
the scenes of daily occurrence in London 
and New York. There, as in Shanghai, 
offices release their employees at the same 
time; everybody requires immediate accom- 
modation, and while it is contended that the 
bus company have done all they could to 
remedy this new state of affairs created by 
the China Incident, they could hardly have 
been expected to have anticipated the 
‘abnormal growth in the demands made upon 
their services. Nor have they been idle in 
endeavouring to carry out their duties to 
the community. It is understood that in| 
recent months ‘the company has placed in 
service eleven additional buses at a cost ap- 
proaching half a million dollars, while in the 
near future a further 26 vehicles will be| 
added to the fleet representing an additional 
expenditure of over $1,500,000. In view of 
these facts the company must be acquitted 
of anything like the alleged nonchalant dis- 
regard of the comfort of its patrons, or of 
any charge of failure to realize its duty to 
the public. Had conditions been normal it 
must be admitted that there would be much 
‘of which to complain, but the very nature 
of the abnormality carries with it unusual 
strains upon a system which would not 
ordinarily be designed to cope with them. 
As it is, it must be remembered that the bus 
‘company, like practically every other con- 
cern in Shanghai, js faced with increased 
operating costs. "The enhancement of the 
prices of fuel, tyres, spare parts and all the 
other necessaries which have to be paid for 
in foreign currency with a sadly reduced 
dollar is another heavy burden which the 
‘company has to carry. It represents an in~ 
creased charge of something in the neigh- 
ourhood of 40 per cent. 

It has been suggested that the chiet cause| 
‘of complaint, viz, overcrowding, could be 
remedied by’ the’ very simple method of 
doubling fares—it should be remembered in 
this connection that, despite the increased 
prices which the company has to pay for its 
supplies, that step has not been taken up to 
the present—but the question naturally arises 
as to whether that would be in the best 
interests of the community. It might result 
in the penalization of a very large proportion 
of the people at present using the buses, and 
might very well have the result of forcing 
them to make use of other means of con- 
ince, notably, perhaps, the rickshaw, with 
the consequent further congestion of tram 
It Is obvious that the more people that can 
be carried in large units the less trafic co 
gestion there will be, and there is a danger 
that if, for example, fares were doubled, 50 
many would cease to avail themselves of the 
bus servico and make use of other forms of 
transport that the second state of the trafic 
would be infinitely worse than the first. It 
is not to be denied for one moment that: 
patrons of the buses not only pay for trans-| 
port, but also for a reasonable degree of 
comfort, and it is not to be believed for one 
moment that the bus company would deny 
‘such a contention. But it is suggested that, 
in all fairness to this public utility, all the 
circumstances should be taken into con- 
sideration when estimating the real value of 
the complaints which have been made. 
Obviously, if, and when this city is permitted 
to return to conditions as they were prior to| 
the outbreak of hostilities many of the 
present disadvantages will disappear, but, 
until: they do, travellers on the buses will 
naturally have to practice a little forbear 
ance, of at least quite as much as has to be 
displayed by similar people in the large cities 
of the world where conditions are almost, if| 
not quite as bad, without the existence’ of 
those disabilities under which Shanghal is at 
present suffering. 














SUNDAY FIRE

Chinese Refugees 

‘The advent of winter directs attention to the 
question of the tens of thousands of Chinese 
refugees which remain, and will continue to 
constitute for some time to come, one of Shang. 
hai’s greatest civic problems, ‘There has been a 
big improvement on the situation existing at the 
end of last year but this does not mean a com- 
plete solution of the problem. A good many of 
those receiving shelter and assistance are genuine 
refugees Incapable of assimilation by expanding 
industry and labour-providing facilities, and 
therefore there should be no relaxation of 
humanitarian effort to ensure the help which 
this destitute population needs. Nevertheless, 
present conditions prompt one or, two observa- 
tons on aspects of the problem and the experi- 
ences of the past year. Hongkong is now in the 
midst of a refugee problem and organizations 
wo working at full strength to provide for 
100.000 Chinese in circumstances much more 
ivourable than in Shanghai, but the comparison 
‘s interesting. “The latest local refugee statistics 
show that when originally opened the Nantao 
Refugee Zone was housing about 250,000 persons: 
but this Agure has been reduced to about 40,000 
sxistent_on charity although there are many 
more in the Zone living on other resources, In 
the organized refugee camps in the International 
Scltlement, the peak figure was about 120,000 
der Council supervision but in the 82 camps 
‘tow maintained the total is 64,000.

Attacks on Three Fronts Believed Imminent ; 
Simultaneous Push on Hunan, Canton, Taiyuan

The losses 
suffered by the Chinese people for| 
neatly.a score of months are beyond 
description.

Fukien Fishermen Hard 
Hit by Blockade 


Shanghai, Dec. 4. 
If the Chinese report that Chinese 
authorities in Chekiang and Fukien 
are trying to stop the smuggling of 
fish into Shanghai is true then Shang- 
hailanders may soon experience a fish 
shortage. It is stated that the Ashing 
people In these provinces do not like 
to transport their fish to Shanghai 
where the new fish market of the 
“Reformed Government” is located, 
bbut “traitorous” merchants are alleged 
to be doing the business as usual, 
although on a rather small scale. 

Shanghai is said to have depended 
on Fuklen for the supply of fish 
prior to the hostilities besides the 
Chowshan Islands off the Cheklang 
roast, The annual eatch along the 
Fukien coast is estimated to be more 
‘than 900,000 piculs worth nearly 
$3,000,000, “Although the fishing. 
people of these provinces have suf- 
fered a great deal from the hostilities, | 
the Japanese have so far not been 
able to take over their business en- 
tirely. 

‘Some moriths ago, a fish market was 
inaugurated in ‘Yangtszepoo to take 
the place of the old Chinese fish 
market. ‘The new market is the pivot 
of fishing trade in Central China, but 
since its establishment no fish has 
eee sent here from Chekiang and 
Pukien. Chinese authorities are now 
devising some measures whereby 
‘raltorous” smugglers who have been 
transporting fish secretly to Shanghai 
will be prevented from doing s0, the 
report states. 

‘Meanwhile, authorities of the fish- 
producing provinces have been given 
adequate funds for the relieg of fish- 
ing people who have suffered losses 
as a result of the Japanese blockade. 
"The Chinese Government is said to 
have ordered these fishing people to 
fo to the interior at its expense, so 
1 to develop the trade in the interior. 
‘These unfortunate fishermen have 
also been asked to do land reclama- 
tion work, 




















Hitch in New Federal 
Government Planes 


Poiping, Dec. 4. 

‘The Japanese plan for the establish 
ment of a new federal government in 
China has been upset by a reported 
sudden change in tho attitude of| 
Marshal Wu Pel-fu, noted Chinese 
soldier and poet. 

‘Japanese reports had previously in- | 
timated that the Marshal had agreed 
to be president of the government, 
but now it is stated that he has flatly 
refused to accept the post. ‘This, 
coupled with repeatedly reported dis- 
agreements in the Japanese military 
camp, appears to have halted any 
likely formation of a new government 
in the near future, as had seemed 
certain a few days ‘ngo, and thrown 


the whole political ‘situation in 
Japanese-oecupied areas back into the 
melting pot.

A total of 125 foreigners remaining 
st Kuling and most of them expect 
to remain there during the winter, 
according to a belated letter from 3 
“North-China Daily News" corres 
pondent, which has been delayed by 
fighting south of Kiukiang, 
‘The correspondent states: about 50 
foreigners have left Kuling recently, 
most of them returning to their work 
or to help in relief centres. Some of 
them had interesting experiences: 
going down the hill by the road to’ 
the South, via Lushan and Tehan. 
Near the fighting area there was much 
bombing and often parties going. 
down the hill had to le down in 
ditches or take cover under the 
rocks and also to travel part of tt 
way in the dark. 
No foreigner has been reported 
hurt down the hill, and in fact the 
general report is ‘that soldiers en 
route gave assistance and help when- 
fever required. Several foreigners: 
had seats in military motor lorries 
going to Nanchang. There are about 
125"foreigners at Kuling and most, 
if not all, expect to remain here 
through the winte 

Nearly all are engaged in public 
work of some kind, either Red Cross, 
‘orphanage, hospital, school or public 
utility work. With’a smaller popula- 
tion at Kuling the food problem has 
eased somewhat, though prices are 
still very high. 


Expensive Rice 
People were without eggs for sev- 
eral weeks but peasants are now 
coming in and selling at twelve for 
$1. Rice costs on the average $25 
per picul. No fruit is available and 
‘practically no butter. Peanuts are 80 
cents per catty, and salt about 50, 
nts per cally. Copies of the 
forth-China Daily News” have 
come through lately and had evident- 
ly had a “bath” en route. At this 
rate of living, many may be bank- 
rupt before long. All use local wheat 
ground up to make bread, which is 
brownish shade, but the product is 
quite good and edible. 
Many Chinese have been able to. 
go to the foothills and get in thelr 
rice crops and other produce, which 
they have brought up here for sale. 
‘The only fear is that the remaining 
ond out from Kuling may sooner or 
later be cut off and the place be 
Isolated. 

‘Acting on advice "from higher 
‘quarters, nearly all Chinese families 
who came here for safety have eva- 
cuated to Nanchang and places 
further inland. “A few thousand of 
the poorer classes remain, but’ steps 
fare being taken to evacuate them.

before the commencement of hostili- 
lies, ‘The Chinese sank or floated 
thousands of mines along the river, 
Inid booms at Klangyin, Wulungshan, 
Matouchen, Shihhwelyao and Tuan: 
eng, and aiso built strong defences to 
protect them, The Japanese forces 
tvened the river to their own naviga- 
tion by their up-stream operations, 
overcoming the tenacious resistance 
nf the Chinese forces at a great sacri- 
fee, 
‘Suppose the Japanese forces had 
continued thelr operations without 
breaking the booms set up by the 
Chinese. No third Power would be 
in a position to attempt navigation on 
the Yangtze, at least during the hosti- 
ies. t 

Opened at Great Sacrifice 
"The Japanese forces opened the 
Yanitlze in order to execute their 
operations. We believe that the third 
Powers who did not take effective 
ops to cheek the blockading of the 
fiver, when that was carried out by 
the Chinese forces for their hostile 
purposes, must now be able to realize 
the fuet that the Japanese forces com- 
leled at a great sacrifice the open- 
Ing of tho tiver solely for theirmilite 
ary purposes. 

The hostilities have not come to 
an end yet, The operations are still 
‘bin on, and the Yangtze, even now 
that the’ Wuhan area is under our 
control, Is part of the battlefleld and 
constittes an artery of replenishment 
which is of great importance for our 
operations, ‘The Japanese forces are 
making great efforts to secure them- 
‘elves against the obstructions put up 
vy the Chinese forces.

Consulate went to 
Fiaining Road, and Mr, Dalton was 
then transferred to the Japanese 
Landing Parly Headquarters in 
Klangwan Road.

Guerillas Attack Town 
Near Tsungming 


Shanghai, Doc. 6. 
Five wounded Chinese arrived in 
Shanghai yesterday evening at 7 
O'clock aboard the German ss, Hansi 
Which picked them up at Sa ‘Tsang 
‘Ying Tso a small fsher-village near 
‘Tsungming Islands where they ‘said 
they had ‘been wounded when Chi- 
Rese guerillas yesterday attempted to 
drive the controlling Japanese mili- 
tary out of the district. Fighting 
started early yesterday morning. and 
was the flercest that had ever been 
seen round ‘Tsungming Islands, the 
‘wounded men stated, although they 
maintained that warfare between 
guerillas and Japanese troops is, 
nearly an every day occurrence in 
those parts. the control of the district 
often changing from one to the other 
parties, 

‘The ‘men, whose wounds are not 

serious unless complications set in, 
also stated that many persons were 
killed in yesterday's pitched battle 
which was still proceeding as they 
boarded the vessel. One corpse was 
also brought to Shanghal, presumably 
for burial. 
‘Three of the five men were taken 
to the Police Hospital for treatment 
as no place could be found for them 
elsewhere whilst the remaining two 
are at present being detained at the 
St. Lukes, Hospital.

Further inquiries made of various 
other reliable sources, revealed that 
not one single instance was known of

‘The assertion there-| 
fore, ‘that British oMicers had_ been| 
threatened was said to be without 
foundation. “On the contrary, It was| 
reliably learned yesterday that Jap-| 
anese military units frequently forced| 
British-owned vessels to give them| 
free transportation. ‘The last case of 
this kind to have been reported here| 
took place about ten days ago, when| 
& group of Japanese soldiers obliged 
the laodah of a British launch to stop| 
ear Tungchow and to transport them| 
to the opposite bank of the river. 
‘The laodah is said to have recelved 
two elgareites and a bar of chocolate 
for his trouble.

Blood Alley Scene of 
Fierce Fight 


‘Shanghai, Dee. 5. 

More than a score of shots were 
fred and an unknown number of 
‘men were Injured, including at least 
three foreign members of the French 
police, last night when British, French 
ind Walian soldiers and sailors, bat~ 
ted in. one of the worst fights’ wit- 
nessed for years in Rue Chu Pao-san. 
more familiarly Known as ""Blood 
‘Ailey, Shanghai's international cab- 
aret street. 

"The trouble started at 10 pm. and 
developed throughout the night into 
‘a series of fights, resulting In the 
Frisco Cabaret " interior being 
wrecked. Ordinary patrols on duly 
In the street were unable to control 
the situation and therefore the entire 
French reserve unit was called out 
as well as additional police patrols 
from Poste Mallet. By midnight all 
the cabarets had been closed and 
dancing partners sent home, and the 
street was cordoned off and guarded 
by large police forces while officers 
of the various garrison forces in- 
volved investigated. 


Reinforcements Si ea 

What started the trouble could not 
be precisely ascertained last night 
Dut it found its inspiration at. the 
Frisco Cabaret where words and ill- 
feeling among the British, French 
‘and Tlatian troops led to biows, and 
soon the place was in an uproar with 
uniformed men milling around while 
tables flow about and beer bottles be- 
came handy weapons. An American| 
shore patrol entered the establishment 
‘and all American sailors were or- 
dered to leave. As the fight grew 
ereer, French police reinforcements 
were summoned for the fight over- 
flowed from the Frisco into the street. 
where other men joined in, 

‘A number of shots were red but 
nobody knew who did it. Mt. Jobex 
with the French police squad, arrived 
later and by that time the situation| 
was more normal. Offering navistnnee| 




















m_ the gunboat Carlotto in com- 
mand of an officer, appeared but 
when it had been ascertained that the| 
police had the situation in hand the| 
arly returned to the ship. 

Poliee Fire Into Air 


About ten minutes later, the street 
was again fn ay uproar’ when the 
fight reached its height. The street 
became a mass of swinging and 
striking men with the French police 
wading in vigorously to quell the 
outbreak. Rickshaws scattered and 
people ran for cover 2s the French 
police, under compulsion in order to 
‘abtain control of the situation, fred 
shots Into the air. By this time all 
the cabarets had closed, and lights 
were extinguished plunging the place 
Into darkness. About this time an 
Malian truck loaded with marines ar- 
rived and in the subsequent develop- 
ments two French police officers were 
Injured. It was reported that among 
other weapons used in the Aghting 
were iron bars. Six uniformed 
Tallans were taken to Poste Mallet 
bby the French police. 

‘By one o'clock this morning, order 
had been restored and the injured 
men—the number of whom is un- 
Known—had been taken away for 
‘treatment while the various combat- 
ants in the fight dispersed having 
deen marched off by military police. 
‘The condition of the injured men 
could not be ascertained but it was 
reported that one man had been shot 
and two were serlously injured. 

French and allan consular and 
naval officials were on the scene in- 
'vertigating the cause of the trouble 
Jand only a small group of French 
sallors were seen standing at one end 
fot the street.

Mr, Erie B. Cumine, ania, de 
livered a lecture yesterday evening. 
to the Shanghai Art Collectors So- 
ciety on the subject of Chinese 
Architecture at the society's head- 
‘quarters at 55 Yuen Ming Yuen 

Road. 

‘He said that it was a vast subject 
yet unexplored and that there were 
very few experts in the world, 
Books on the subject were scarce as 
it is not been in the province of any 
fone person to make a study of this 
‘subject. ‘The British Boxer Indemnity 
Refund Commission has supported the 
Poking Institute of Research in Chi- 
nese Architecture which has done 0 
great deal of archaeological and 
analytical work in this field 

Chinese architecture, he said, had 
not changed appreciably in its’ gen- 
feral aspect for some thirty centuries 
‘The system of construction and ar- 
Fangement of plan remained the same. 
‘The excavation at Anyang reveal that 
the buildings of the 11th century B.C. 
(Shang dynasty) were almost the 
same in plan as those today. Foreign 
rulers have observed Chinese tradi- 
tlons no less meticulously than. the 
native ones, consequently the lack of 
‘permanence in the materials used in 
‘Chinese architechire was more than 
made up for by the strength of tradi-

‘nese architecture followed the short 
talk on an introduction to Chinese 
architecture when many points of 
detail and interesting facts about 
‘building were pointed out to the 
audience.

Insurance Firms 


Form Body 


Shanghai, Dee. 4. 

‘A movement has been ‘started by 
foreign and Chinese insurance firms 
in Shanghai for the purpose of 
settling possible disputes between 
insurance firms and claimants of 
insurance money resulting from the 
present hostilities. To this end, it 
was learnt from reliable Chinese 
sources yesterday, three special com- 
‘mittees will be organized jointly by 
re Insurance firms which are bound 
to be much involved in these’ dis- 
utes, 

‘One committee will deal ‘with the 
technical side of the question, being 
empowered to receive cases in dis 
pute from member firms. To any 
ease in which settlements require 
payments .the committee will pay 
serious attention so that no unfavour- 
jable precedent may be created, it 
was ‘stated, Disputes not arising 
from the present undeclared war 
will be settled individually by the 
firms concerned. 

One foreign firm has been ap- 
pointed to receive wrilten claims, 
while two groups of foreign and 
[Chinese appraisers have been asked 
fo study each claim carefully before 
referring the matter to the committee, 

Legal Aspect 

Another committee will look after 
{the legal aspect of the problem, as 
ft is fared that unsatisted claimants 
may start legal proceedings against 
thelr insurance firms. Members of 
this committee will investigate the 
lextent of destruction in the war zone 
covering Kiangsu, Chekiang. Kiangsi 
land Anhwel, and’ will ty thelr best 
to give legal protection to member 
firms, The committee will devise 
measures for settling all legal dis- 
utes and these measures must be 
jearried out by individual - firms 
involved. 

The third committee will be known 
jas the War Insurance Inquiry Com- 
mittee the members of which will 
[study all aspects of the problem so 
as to secure universal action when 
claimants make claims. The com- 
‘mittee only serves as an advisor: 
body responsible to member firms 
alone.

Man Fires Shot at 


Pootung Detective 


Shanghai, Dee. 3, 
A. would-be assassin and a passer- 
by were wounded, not seriously, at 
3" o'clock yesterday afternoon’ in 
Bubbling Well Road, near Hart Road,| 
in a shooting affray which made| 
scores of persons scurry to safely. 

‘The target for the assassin's bullet 
was one Wang Kwel-yung, who is 
lemployed by the Japanese-sponsored| 
Pootung government as a detective, 
/He was walking on Bubbling Well 
Road when a Chinese hawker pro- 
duced a revolver and fired one shot, 
which barely missed him, making a 
hole through one of his sleeves. 

Chinese policemen ran to the scene! 
{from their posts near by, and opened 
fire on the hawker. One pistol bullet 
Wounded the hawker in’ the thigh, 
while ‘another struck a pedestrian 
near the base of the spine. Neither 
man was seriously injured. ‘The 
would-be assassin was taken in an 
ambulance to the "Police Hospital, 
where he is now under guard. An- 
Jother Chinese presumably an accom- 
plice of the would-be murderer, made

Adequate 


Shanghat's food situation during 
October is given considerable atten- 
tlon in the monthly report of the 
Commissioner of Public Health which 
reveals the constant supervision 
maintained by the Department. 
Interesting figures regarding the in- 
creasing use of the chilling rooms for 
food storage aro given in the report 


Admissions for chilling totalled 
536,999 Ib, as compared with 320,316 
1b,” for September an increase’ of 





216,683 Ib. From beginning of 1938 
to ‘date 2,007,211 Ib. have passed 
through the chilling rooms. 

Admissions of meat for freezing 
and cold storage during October 
amounted to 502,352 Ib., as compared 
with 402,695 1b, for September or an 

crease of 99657 1b. Withdrawals 
totalled $13,812 Ib, From the begin- 
ning of the’ year to date, 3,287,586 1b. 
‘of meat have been admitted. Octo- 
‘ber's deposit of $02,382 Ib. Is a record, 
Agure. 

Milk Supplies 

‘The average daily milk production 
was 27,965 Ib, an increase of 5.77 
per cent, and 41.22 per cent. over the 
figures for September and the cor- 
responding month of last year respec- 
tively. The dally production of 
cream was 220 Ib., as compared with 
215 Ib, for last month, an increase 
of 233 per cent. ‘The number of un- 
satisfactory samples was 14.93 per 
ent. (ineludes three unlicensed), as 
compared to 2667 per cent, for last 
month and 38.44 per cont, for the 
corresponding month of last year. 
All Grade “A” (TT) samples were 
up to standard and only one Grade 
"A" was below. Grade mille 
also showed improvement though not 
to the same extent as the higher 
Brades. Unlicensed samples continued 
to be 100 per cent, unsatisfactory. 

Anthrax caused three deaths, con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia ‘three, 
neumonia one, metritis one, tuber- 
ulosis three, ‘panaritium one and 
other causes 11, making a total of 23. 
23 post-mortems were carried out. 


Abattolr Figures 

A total of 2,883 food animals were 
slaughtered comprising 894 oxen, 1,909 
pigs and §0 horses, A total ‘of 10 
careases, all pork, were rejected. ‘The 
total number of’ pigs killed in the 
two slaughterhouses situated at 
Chengtu Road amounted to 37,762, an 
Inerease of more than 50 per cent. 
‘over the corresponding month last 
year. A total of 23 carcases were 
rejected. Additional electrical stun- 
‘ners were installed to cope with the 
Inereased activities, 

The number of pigs imported in 
October was 47,000 as compared wit 
52,705 for Soptomber, 42,974 for 
August, 2451 for July, 31,091 for 
Sune and 23,041 for May. “Pigs dead 
‘on arrival this month numbered 393 
(0.725 per cent.) as compared with 
525 for September (0,994 per cent.), 
and 842 for August (1.059 per cent.) 
89 moribund and Injured pigs were 
shot on the Bund to prevent suffering. 
‘The average price of pork live-woight 
during October was 27.5 conts a 
cattle, 

Main items of other importations 
were: Oxen 2,519, goats 6,627, buffalo 
‘508, fowl 3,800 baskets, ‘eggs 32,070 
baskets, sea food 0,027 tubs, rice 
197,015 | bags, wheat 05,733 " bags, 
vegetables 9,104 bags, salt pork 1,206 
bags, ground nuts 1,208 bags, beans 
21,011 bags, lard 878° tins, wine 1,167 
Jars, cotton 78494 bales, cocoons 
8,739 bales, peppermint oll 1,114 tins. 

‘The system of fining is having the 
desired effect, as shippers are con- 
forming more to Department require- 
ments than hitherto. Inspection of 
584 boats was carried out during the 
month, an increase of elght over that 
of last month. “Four new applications 
for transportation permits were re= 
ceived and approved. 


Market Conditions 

In the Northern district, the major 
business is being carried’ on in the 
Hongkew Market where the Chinese 
are daily showing their confidence in 
‘conditions by their rapid return to 
business there, ‘The North Fokien, 
Purdon and Elgin Road markets are 
‘also showing some improvement in 
trading conditions. ‘The only two 
‘markets operating in the Eastern dis 
trict are the Pingliang Road and 
/Sungpan Rond markets. Of these 
two, Pingliang Road market is 
handling the larger volume of trade, 
and conditions in this market are 
becoming daily more normal, The 
main market business is still, how- 
lever, controlled by those markets 
located in the Central and Western 
districts. 

Food supplies remain adequate and 
of excelent quality, though prices 
remain abnormally high due to the 
particular conditions which exist, 

















these days. Supplies of frozen fish 
hhave considerably augmented those of 
fresh fish. Flour and rice supplies 
remain satisfactory.

Attempted Murder of 
Aged Couple 


Shanghai, Nov. 30. 
Believed to be a former official of 
the late Peking Government, Zee 
Chung-bing, aged 61, and his ‘wife, 
Zee Shen-sze, were removed to the 
Red Cross Hospital shortly after 8.15 
am. yesterday after being attacked 
by ‘three desperadoes, whom the 
police believe intended to murder the 
husband. 
Both victims of the attack are suf 
fering from severe wounds inflicted 
by an axe, with which one of the 
three men who entered the residence, 
was armed. Their injuries include 
a lacerated scalp, face and hands 
and various cuts’ on different, parts 
of the body. They are expected to 
live, however, in spite of the serious- 
ness of the wounds. 
‘The attack occurred at 8.15 am. 
when the three men broke into the 
house which is situated at Lane 64, 
House 10, Za Ka Jao, off Hart Road. 
Holding the aged man and his wife 
at pistol point the man wellding the 
axe proceeded to strike his victim 
with the instrument and as Zee's 
wife attempted to save her husband 
she, too, was attacked. 
Both victims were left lying on the 
oor of the room and they were dis- 
covered there sometime later when 
an alarm was sent to the Bubbling 
Well Police station, who despatched 
fan ambulance and a squad of de- 
tectives. Upon arrival at the house 
the police made investigations around 
the district but could learn practical- 
ly nothing of the attack as very few 
people were about at the time. The 
motive so far is unknown but in- 
vestigations are continuing.

Bomb Breaks Up 
Wedding Party 

: shanghai, Dec. 4, 


A. wedding banquest. was abrupily 
broken up, when some 130 guests who 
‘were just about to sit down to the 
|festive meal made a mad dash for 
sofety shortly after 7.30 o'clock yes- 
terday evening on the first floor of the 
‘Meditim Hotel at 674 Welhelwel Road 
near Moulmein Road when a bomb 
exploded. Sen Ze-sho, 28 an :ace 
jcountant of the hotel who was work- 
ing in'the room adjoining the hall in 
which the guests had gathered for the 
wedding feast, is lying at St. Luke's 
hospital, Kiukiang Road, with very 
serious ‘wounds on the head and the 
farms, from which he is not likely to 
recover. A young servant who stood 
near the docr at the time of the ex- 
plosion was slightly injured in the 
face, being permitted to Teave the 
hnespital after his wounds had been 
sttended. 

‘Athough detectives trom Bubbling, 
Well police station have not com- 
pleted investigations, It appears that 
some three weeks ago, a coolie came 
{to the hotel and handed a parcel to 
fone of the boys with the request that 
it be given to the addressee who was 
said to have taken up residence there. 
Not nding the name on the guest- 
ist, the boy told the messenger to 
‘walt whilst he took the parcel up to 
the office. When he returned to tell 
the coolio that nobody of that name 
was living in the hotel, the: coolle 
‘had disappeared, 

‘The parcel was taken care of by 
the accountant of the hotel and was 
placed on his desk in the offce ad- 
joining the big dining room, Last 
hight it appears, whilst the wedding 
was in progress, the curious 
countant decided to open the parcel 
to see what it contained. As he undid 
the strings, the explosion occurred, 
completely ‘wrecking Sen's desk and 
injuring “him seriously.

‘The late Capt. Hutchins, who on 
two occasions was Naval Attache at| 
Peking, frst joined the United States 
Navy. in 1807 and after _serving| 
throughout the " Spanish-American, 
war, the Mexican trouble in 1913- 
1914, and the world war, he came to 
China as Commander of the USS. 
‘Blackhawk. Later on he was ‘ap- 
pointed Commander of the USS. 
Pittsburgh, then the flagship of the 
United States Asiatic Fleet. 

‘The deceased retired from the navy 
jn 1929 and took up permanent resid- 
fence in Shanghal, 

He left for the Philippine Islands 
some three weeks ago, to submit to 
fa serious operation and his many 
friends here were relieved when, on 
November 24, telegraphic advice ‘was 
received to the effect that the opera 
tion “had been successful. Mrs. 
Hutchins left for Canacao late last: 
month to join her husband. ‘The sad 
news of his demise reached the mem 
bers of his family quite unexpectedly, 
‘as it had been felt that he was well 
fon his way to recovery and that he 
would soon be in a position to return| 
to Shanghai 

‘The deceased came from a_well-| 
known naval family, both his father 
and his grand-father having been ad- 
mirals in the United States Navy, 
Captain Hutchins was well known

Health Report for October 


The Commissioner of Public 
Health reports -— 
‘The month was a quiet one from 
the standpoint of public health, 
Cholera continued to diminish. 
rapidly and though typhoid” was 
epidemic, it was not prevalent to such 
‘an extent as to cause grave anxiety. 
Smallpox increased somewhat and 
it was found that refugee camps still 
housed some unvaccinated persons, 
who had presumably either ‘entered 
the camps during the summer or 
‘alternatively had managed to escape 
vaccination in various ways during. 
the visits “of vaccinators last spring. 
‘This matter is being rapidly re- 
medied, Smallpox vaccinations 
amongst the general public are mak~ 
ing satisfactory progress ; 27,250 
vaceinations having’ been performed 
since October 17 when the campaign 
started. It may be mentioned. in 
addition to this gure, approximately 
15,000 doses have been issued free, 
13,000 of which were to the Japanese 











Residents’ Corporation. Tt would 
pear that since 31,000 doses were 
supplied to local physicians, 


pharmacists, ete., private vaccination 
fs quite popular, ‘The total of free 
vaccination resulied in an approximate 
daily average of 1,400. 

Whilst only a few cases of typhus 
fever occurred during the month, the 
delousing campaign in the Refugee 
Camps was continued with full 
vigour in an attempt to limit this 
disease by attacking it before it be- 
came prevalent ; 9289 persons were 
dealt ‘with, 5730 of whom were 
bathed and nearly 60,000 articles 
were subjected to steam disinfection. 
Rooms disinfected amount to 260. It 
is considered that these measures 
should have an inhibitory influence 
on this disease which usually 
Produces a large mortality during 
periods. of general mal-nutrition 
consequent on wars or other similar 
interferences with normal progress. 

‘The supervision of repositories and 

the ‘removal of coffins from the 
/Settlement area continued during the 
month; the total number of coffins 
removed from the Settlement area 
being 98,824 during the period of 
emergency. 
Cremations during the _ month 
averaged 94 per day. A satisfactory 
feature of the position relative to the 
disposal of the dead was the number 
‘of coffins, amounting to 1,666 sent up 
‘country “during the month. ‘The 
felatively large increase in the 
number of coffins removed from the 
Settlement this month is due to the 
fact that certain areas previously used 
‘as burial grounds are now reverting 
to Industrial uses, such reversion be- 
ing accompanied by a very casual 
treatment of the coffins removed, No 
parlicular. menace to the le 
health is anticipated in view of the 
Tength of time the coffins have been 
buried, but removal is being arranged 
to obviate any possible danger. Cost 
of removal, as far as possible, is be- 
Ing charged against those occupying 
the sald areas for the purpose ot 
prof,

18 of the 41 deaths re- 
corded were from communicable dis- 
tease. Chinese deaths showed a big 
decrease over last month, 3449 being 
recorded as against 5,110 in Septem- 
ber. 485 deaths were due to com- 
municable diseases, the major causes 
being typhoid fever, dysentery, tuber- 
‘culosis, and cholera, 2,46 of the total 
deaths ‘were exposed corpses. 


Communicable Diseases 


Diseases of the respiratory group 
showed an increase over September, 
whilst those of the alimentary group 
decreased. Cholera, although still 
epidemic, diminished rapidly’ as the 
colder weather set in. 53 deaths 
amongst Chinese were recorded 
during the month, Typhoid and para- 
typhoid were still epidemic, the in- 
cldence remaining high amongst the 
foreign population, 68 foreign cases 
being notified of which 63 were 
Japanese. Deaths amongst foreigners 
from these diseases were, however, 
lower, seven being recorded as akainst 
{en in September. Malaria inereased 
over last’ month, 118 eases being 
notified as against 86 in September; 
71 were from the Western area. 
‘Three deaths occurred amongst 
Chinese. Smallpox, which produced 
some sporadic cases throughout the 
‘summer, was more prevalent during 
the month, one Japanese and 49 Chin- 
ese cases being notified. ‘There were 
23 deaths amongst Chinese. Of the 
50 cases reported, only 14 had ever 
‘been vaccinated "(11 of these had, 
never been vaccinated sine infancy).

The Incident: 
A Chinese Gendarme’s View 


Jo the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Cuixa Dany News" 


StI “had occasion one day last 
week to enter the Hungjao Area West 
of the Railway and whilst there had 
‘an opportunity to. converse at length 
witha non-commissioned officer of 
the Ta Tao Gendarmerie and 1 am 
‘sure this conversation will be of in= 
terest to many of your readers. My. 
first question was why was he work- 
ing under the auspices of the Japan- 
‘ese military and how he fared wit 
them, He explained that the occup: 
tion of the Tientsin area, of which he 
isa native, by the Japanese in August, 
1997, caused almost a complete cessa~ 
tlon’of business and he found himself 
without employment, with a wife and 
three small children. Sometime later 
he was informed the Sapanese 
authorities wished to recruit northern 
Chinese for gendarmerie work in the 
/Shanghat Area at a pay of $20 per 
month, with {wo uniforms a year, in- 
cluding ‘boots and putties. “He ‘dis 
eussed this offer with his wife and 
although they both realised it was 
traitorous to work for the enemy, yet 
not only were there children to be 
fed, but also the man was appre- 
hensive that if Chinese did not help 
to form the gendarmerie, it would 
become an “Al! Japanese” force and 
the Chinese in areas under its control 
would be far more harshly treated 
‘than by their own co-nationals from 
the North. Indeed, the man_con~ 
sidered it an act of grace to accept 
the offer. He stated, however, with 
‘great emphasis, that this did not in- 
Gicate that he had respect, for the 
‘Japanese; on the contrary he hated 
them and would always hate them, 

My next questions were with regard 
to the Yangtze campaign; the attitude 
‘of the Japanese soldiery towards it; 
their tosses and their views of the 
ultimate end of the hostilities. In an- 
swering these points he prefaced his 
remarks’ by stating that they of the 
gendarmerie enjoyed the full con~ 
fidence of the Japanese soldiers and 
through them received the views of 
the Junior officers. My Ta Tao friend 
said the fighting along the Yangtze 
hd been the most intense of the 








it 


hhad prepared such well camouflaged 
and protected machine sun nests high 
Yup in the hills that neither artillery 

nor aerial bombing had the least f- 
fect upon such places and it meant 
that in nearly every instance Japan- 
ese infantry had io take thom by 
frontal assault. Such takes can 
easily be imagined my informant said, 
when it is appreciated that some of 
the hills are over 2,000 ft. high and 
hhe added that the Japanese make no 
Secret of it amongst themselves, that 
between Kiukiang and Hankow they 
lost in killed and wounded, three 
hundred and fifty thousand men and 
in addition there were many thousand 
casualties from malaria and dysentery. 
He added that the Japanese admitted 
their casualties from all causes be- 
tween Kiukiang and Hankow were 
equally as high as those of the 
Chinese. 

‘My informant proceeded to discuss 
the point of view of the Japanese 
soldier towards the whole “Incident” 
‘and said that the soldiers who came 
over in the early days were very 
anti-Chinese and consequently ruth- 
Jess and savage, with only one 
‘objective—to serve the Emperor 10 
the best of their ability. The men 
who came over for the Yangtze 
Campaign were of a different type; 
they were conscripts from offees, 
shops and universities and their out- 
Took was to serve their country and 
themselves at one and the same time 
by ending the ar as quickly as pos- 
sible by their military efforts. They 
had however a much better regard 
for the Chinese refugees than had 
the soldiers who came first. The 
infantry coming to China at this 
present juneture, however, had a very 
different opinion of the war: they 
were only boys, often straight trom 
school and college, with no other 
military training than an _ inter 
‘one or two months between being 
called to the colours and leaving for 
China and they positively hated the 
thought of having to Mght. My gen- 
darme emphasized they were not 
soldiers out of love of their Emperor 
or their country, but only because 
they had been forced to serve and 
that they would never be happier 
‘than when they were homeward, 
bound for Nippon. The question of 
the outlook of the Japanese soldier 
in. general. towards the war” was 
‘stressed and it brought the reply that 
in the early days it’ was one of 
lation because all the troops were 
certain the “Incident” would be 
ended within 1937 after Nanking had 
‘been captured, because the Central 
Chinese Government would collapse 
‘and Japan would have the whole 0° 
China north of the Yangtze at her 
feet, prosperous, developing rapidly, 
full’ of cheap labour and with the 
cities and towns intact. As the Army 
had marched westward and had seen 
the utter and complete ruination of 
‘crops, buildings and communications 
and had had the opportunity to re- 
alise the misery of the impoverished 
Chinese peasantry, even the youngest 
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Japanese soldier was now asking 
who was going to pay for this col- 
coseal damage and who would find 
the funds to rehabilitate the Chinese 
farmers on their farms, because ax 
far_as ho knew his own country 
could never find the money. My 
friend said that all Japanese soldiers 
returning from the Hankow aren 
were overwhelmed with the futility 
of the whole war and the devasta- 
tion it had brought and could see no 
ultimate for their country out 
of it. ‘The scorched earth policy was 
winning on all fronts! 

‘The Chinese viewpoint was nexi 
discussed and the answer to the ques- 
tion of how tong the war would last 
and who would be victorious was “ten 
years and the Chinese will win be- 
cause the Japanese will not be able 
fo afford to fight so long.” The 
gendarme said the Japanese well 
knew the lesson the Chinese Army 
Headquarters had learned from the 
‘Yangtze campaign and it was that 
never again must the Chinese armies 
defend open cities or fight on the 
plains; they must retire to the hills 
‘and make the Japanese’ infantry 
attack them at the summits so they 
could exact the greatest losses to the 
upward climbing attackers, whilst at 
‘the same time mobile units should 
constantly harass the Japanese lines 
of communications. The gendarme 
‘said there would be little more artil- 
ery fighting by the Chinese; they 
would rely more and more on 
machine-gun fire because the _am- 
munition and guns could be far more 
easily moved than artillery. As the 
Chinese had stilt Jarge supplies of 
these weapons and could still secure 
supplies through the South East : 
South West and North West and stili 
hhad unlimited supplies of men, they 
could easily carry on the war on 
terrain of their own choosing, for 
at least ten years and by that’ time 
the Japanese soldier, it not the 
General staff, would through the 
agency of inertia be no longer the 
colonizing instrument he Is today,

‘The above 
clearly proves ‘that before the time 
fof Moses, there existed another re- 
Higion, Moses came and changed it 
to suit his people's hearts. And 
hinin, Jess came and rechanged it 
‘Also in the Old ‘Testament: "C will 
faiso them up a prophet from among 
their brethren like unto thee: and I 
Will put my: words in his mouth and 
he shall speake unto them all that T 
shall “command him.” (Deuteronomy, 
Chap. 18, V. 18). And again in Jere- 
tnlah, Chap, 32, Vs 33, 34: “But this 
the covenant that T will make with the 
hhouse of Tsracl after those days, saith 
Jehovah. T will put my law in thelr 
Inward parts, and in thelr hearts 
will T write it-and Twill be their 
God, and they shall be my people, 
‘And they shail teach no more every 
man his neighbour and every “man 
his brother, saying, ‘Know Jehovah;

them. saith Jehovah : for 1 will for- 
iive ‘their’ Inlquity, and thelr sin 
will T remember no more.”

The Rush Hour: 


How to Deal With It 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowri-Cuma Darcy News” 


Stn—The subject of inadequacy of 
local transportation facilities during 
the morning rush hour has received 
‘due attention in your correspondence 
columns from time to time. ‘The un- 
satisfactory state of affairs has 
worsened during the past several 
days, A marked increase is readily 
noticeable in crowding and in the 
larger number of people lett behind 
after the passing of a bus or a tram 
‘at all the intermediate stops between 
St George's and the Bund. Either 
the business at this port has picked 
up @ bit and there has been a sub- 
stantial augmentation inthe rank 
‘nd file of office workers or else the 
‘bus and tram companies have reduced 
the number of cars in operation. As 
it is, one literally has to elbow one's 
way rudely In order to get aboard a 
car and should one stand on cere- 
mony, one is apt to be among those 
left behind. The other alternative is 
to walk to the end of the line oF to 
the end of the parallel route, 

It is futile to hope that the situa- 
ion will be alleviated by more cars 
being put Into commission by the 
two transit companies in the im- 
mediate future. Although these may 
have the required rolling stocks yet 
It does not pay them to employ the 
necessary extra personnel at full day 
wage to man these cars for the two 
briet morning and evening runs. 
‘After all, the two corporations aro 
in business for profit and not for the 
satisfaction of rendering a good ser- 
vice. ‘Their object is naturally the 
realization of the greatest possible 
profit at the least possible outlay 
fand effort. ‘The carriers are not 
coucerned whether the passengers 
jore carried to their respective des- 
{tinations in comfort or in discomfort 
lor whether the facilities provided 
Jare adequate or not, so long as these 
Jdo not adversely effect their dally 
tokings.

‘Aculties in the way to exercise its

HILE hailing the recently-ratified Anglo-Italian Agreement of 
April 16, the Italian Foreign Minister, Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
stated in the House of Deputies today that they did not mean the 
“restoration of traditional Italo-British friendship.” He pointed

Last Session of Deputies 

‘This address was delivered on the 
occasion of the opening of the last 
session of the House, which will be 
replaced in Mareh, next year, by the 
new chambers, Fasees and Corpora- 
tions. 

The galleries were crowded and 
throngs of people were massed out- 
side in the main squares of the city, 
where they could listen to Count 
Clano's broadcast words. 

‘The French, German, Japanese, 
Spanish and Hungarian envoys here 
‘were present in the House when Il 
Duce's son-in-law spoke. 

With regard to the Czech crisis, 
Count Ciano emphasized, at the start 
that Czechoslovakia herself had been 
responsible for the tense situation 
last September because she had not 
kept her promises to the minorities; 
‘and had concluded a pact with Soviet 
Russia, 

He recalled that as far back as} 
December 18, 1937. he had warned 
the Czech Minister in Rome, then Dr. 
Frantisek Chvalkovsky, now  Czoch 
Foreign Minister, that Italy was not 
interested in the fate of Prague itself 
but only in Czech relations with other 
Powers. 


Maly Would Ald Germany 

Count Ciano revealed that Italy had 
informed “her friends, Japan, Yuso- 
slavia, Poland, Albania and National 
Spain’ that should Italy consider her 
self attacked, she would take sides 
with her German ally. 

He gave details of Italian mobiliza- 
tion last September, when 300,000 men 
hhad been called to the colours and 
the country's total military effectives 
had been. raised from "250,000 to 
50,000. The naval and alr forces of 
the nation were also ready for action. 
‘There were four air squadrons stand- 
ing by while the navy included 22 
battleships or cruisers, 114 destroyers 
and numerous other “vessels,

Mr. Louis A. Johnson, Assistant 
Sceretary of War, today revealed that 
the War Depariment had handed 
“definite war-time schedules of pro- 
duction” to 10,000 US. industrial 
plants. Mr. Johnson was speaking, 
before a conference of material 
procurement experts summoned by 
the War Department to discuss prob- 
Jems of industrial mobilization. 

Me, Johnson warned the experts, 
however, that 250 of these plants, on 
which the Government must rely’ for 
55 critical military items, eannot per- 
form their war-time tasks at Present 
because of shortage of fund 

‘The Assistant Secretary said that 
the ‘War Department would ask the 
next Congress for special appropri 
tions for “edueational orders” to oc 
‘given those firms, so that they could 
enlarge their plants and be ready for 
full war-time production in case of 
Recessity. This was essential, he said, 
to climinate this. vital “industelal 
bottle-neck.” 


Mr. Johnson declared that the U.S. 
must be prepared to meet the needs 
of changing strategic situations.

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AMERICAN POLICIES 
By SMITusoxaN 


Whenever United States diplomats are re~ 
proached with the fundamental selfishness of 
policy of isolation, and the suggestion made 
that for many years they have been enjoying 
the benefits of a world order without shar~ 
ing In any of the responsibilities they have 
been accustomed to challenge the assumption 
on four counts, ‘The United States disarma~ 
ment policy has been positive, so has her 
good neighbour policy, so has her reciprocal 
trade policy, so has her monetary policy’ 
embodied in the tripartite agreement. In 
each of these spheres the United States has: 
attempted to get something done, instead of 
stating what she would like to see happen 
as in the Open Door policy, in which the| 
United States announced that she would like! 
to see equality of trade in the Far East, the 
‘Monroe policy in which she states that she: 
would not like to see any other power 
establish new territorial acquisitions in the 
western hemisphere and the non-recognition 
policy which dodges the issue of. what should 
be done if an American policy was violated 
by stating that in such a case the United 
States would refuse to recognize the condi- 
tions brought about by the crime. ‘There is 
of course always a possibility that an in- 
fringement of what might be termed these 
static doctrines would lead to positive action, 
but in the case of the other four policies an| 
active programme is continually being pressed 
forward. ge 

Why, ask American diplomats, have not 
the beneficient effects of these policies 
brought about a better world? Why have 
they not achieved success? And the answer 
is plain and disquieting. They have not 
achieved success because they have been met 
at every turn by the deliberate and actively 
pursued hostility of one nation, Germany. 
‘Two other nations which must be associated 
with her, Italy and Japan, would without 
German inspiration and support have been 
far less of a disturbing influence. Germany 
is the nation which is thwarting American 
policy and the fact is made clear by Ger- 
many's appearance in splendid isolation upon 
the Black List of nations which do not share 
the benefits of tariff reductions made under 
the reciprocal trade programme, by the relish 
with which the names of German high 
officials were disclosed in the espionage trial, 
by the refusal to supply Germany with 
helium for her trans-Atlantic service and in 
many smaller ways. 

Germany's responsibility for blocking any! 
programme of disarmament, which all Ameri~ 
‘can Presidents since the days of Harding have 
sponsored, is self-evident. ‘The United States: 
itself accepts the fact that in a world in. 
which force is used as an instrument of] 
national policy every nation must be strong, 
if it is not to be subjected itself to force, and’ 

+ for the first time since the war an American 

President is talking in terms of re-armament | 
rather than disarmament. Yet the earlier 
policy is not forgotten and every time an| 
increased appropriation for arms is demanded 
the readiness of America to discuss disarma~ 
ment is repeated, more it must be confessed 
with the object of keeping the record straight 
than with any expectation that disarmament 
is possible in the near future. 

But it is in the related sphere of commerce 
‘and finance that Germany and the United 
States stand forward as the champions of| 
rival political systems, the United States of 
the “open” economy based upon the uncondi- 
tional most favoured nation principle and the 
unregulated flow of funds between nations, 
Germany of the “closed'" economy based upon 
bilateral trade bargains and government con~ 
trolled exchange. The United States is 
prevented by tradition from collaborating, 
with her fellow democracies politically but 
since 1934 she was striven to improve re- 
lations with them commercially and in so| 
doing (whether she intended to do so or whe- 
ther she likes having done so), is the| 
nucleus of the commercial system which| 
rivals the German, 

Since commerce and politics are so inier~ 
twined she may also find herself unconscious- 
ly assuming the political leadership of the| 
“open economy” and “free exchange” nations 
though at the moment such a tendency is| 
checked by the good neighbour doctrine 
based on the. golden rule of doing unto 
others as you would be done by. 

Since the United States would object 
strongly if other nations advised her to change 
her forms of government™ and docs object| 
strongly when movements take place within 
the country based on the ideas of other 
nations she in her turn admits that internal| 
forms of government in other countries are 
no concern of hers. Under this policy the 
United States no longer refuses to recognize 
changes of government brought about by re- 
volutionary means; she no longer presumes 
to stand in moral’ judgment and insists, to! 
adopt a term from social life, that certain 
nations aren't quite nice to know. Instead

she adopts a policy of rigid non-intervention ; 
the way in which a nation governs itself is 
that nation's own concern. America has no! 
oMlcial objection to dictators and no official 
intention of establishing a democratic bloc 
opposed to a dictator bloc. 

But doing unto others as you would be 
one by becomes a poor policy when the 
others fail to reciprocate and refuse to apply’ 
any such criterion to their own acts. ‘The 
three leading dictator countries are obviously’ 
not acting towards their neighbour states in| 
‘a manner which would be tolerated by them 
were conditions reversed. On one occasion 
the President contemplating this development 
jumped to the conclusion that if in a com- 
munity there were some people who were 
bbohaving as outcasts then the good neighbours| 
should ignore them, even “quarantine” them. 
When the President made his quarantine 
speech in October of 1937 at Chicago he 
probably did not realize the full implications 
of the metaphor he was using; but the| 
country did and the reaction was hostile. 
‘The President did not withdraw his statement 
Dut he objected that its context was never 
studied. 

He was assumed to have enunciated | 
policy instead of employing an analogy. But 
circumstances may yet develop in which the 
analogy becomes theory and fact, and the 
{good neighbour policy fails. However much 
the Administration hope in a world made 
small by modern invention to live peaceably 
with the dictator countries of Germany, Italy| 
and Japan, the behaviour of those countries 
may force'an abandonment of the policy of 
the good neighbour, an end to all hopes of 
appeasement, and a definite political align- 
ment not indeed based upon internal forms 
of governments but upon external acts, 





The very surprising result of a straw vote 
fon the question “Do you consider America 
will have to fight Germany again in your 
lifetime,” was an answer in the affirmative 
by 48 per cent. of those questioned. ‘This 
compares with earlier polls conducted by the 
same institution in which 95 per cent. of 
those questioned opposed American entry 
into a new war and 70 per cent, declared 
it was a mistake to have entered the last] 
war. 

It would be putting the matter crudely, 
but with a certain clement of truth to state! 
that formerly American policy was to tell 
other nations to go ahead and make a kind| 
of world of which America approved, to| 
criticize and scold when other nations’ did| 
not carry out a policy in line with that of] 
the United States but to do nothing save| 
promise moral" support for the efforts made 





conscience and honour permitted the kind of 
world which America believed to be threa- 
tened with disaster. In such changed con- 
ditions the United States must arm to the 
teeth to meet a new situation and be pre~ 
pared to resist any effort made against 
herself and against her interests. Since 
‘other nations have failed in their duty of} 
maintaining a tranquil world the United| 
States herself is in danger and must arm 
herself against attack, 

Both these attitudes are in keeping with 
the prevailing isolationist doctrine. The next! 
stage will be a realization that it is both. 
cheaper and safer to co-operate with others| 
in maintaining the desired type of world, and 
that the good neighbour doctrine implies| 
taking an interest in community activities 
that it is useless even undignified to rail} 
at others for failing to carry out a policy 
which you were unprepared to participate. 
Ironically the great isolationist Senator Borah 
was the first to point this out in a letter] 
refusing to participate in a “Palestine Protest 
Mee ‘A nation he said could not ex- 
pect to retain the self-respect of others let} 
alone its own self-respbct if it continually 
gave directions but was never itself prepared| 
to direct. 

‘The same thing had been said by many) 
others who felt that the comments of pub- 
licists, indignant that the nations of Europe 
had not adopted a line of action which they 
had been advocating, went distinctly too far. 
“These men and women,” wrote the former 
Brain ‘Trust chief, Prof. Moley, “were per- 
fectly willing to fertilize their indignation 
‘with the blood of other people's sons. ‘These 
‘men and women—supreme irony—lament the 
fact that “there was no effort made at 
‘Munich to save anything but peace. 

















‘The good neighbour policy was originally} 
conceived in connection with Latin America 
‘and it is the threat to the good neighbour 
policy in Latin America and the threat to 
the open economy and free exchange policy 
in Latin America by Germany and to a 
lesser extent by Italy and Japan that most 
troubles the United States.

Yangtze Paramount 


‘The disability of paramount con- 
sideration is the refusal to re-open 
the Yangtze River. It is appreciated 
that this is a practical problem of 
some dimensions, but as it cannot be 
the intention of Japan nor that of 
Third Powers to develop mutually- 
hostile attitudes, there is surely room 
for removal of’ existent  misunder- 
‘standings which are, as yet, unguess- 
fed at. “An experienced and. skilful| 
handling of relations between the two 
‘sides is certain to yield satisfactory 
results. Here again the problem calis 
for time, patience, ceaseless effort 
‘ana the ‘sparing of ‘no pains to bring 
stout a working arrangement. 

‘The function of such negotiations, 
‘even if they do not achieve what 
they set out to accomplish, would 
nevertheless help forward the pur- 
[pose of bringing about or expediting 
that which would inevitably happen 
ultimately anyhow. As soon as all 
parties know exactly where they 
stand, they can either minimize losses 
or develop along constructive lines.

If the public 1s lod 
to think otherwise than I do with 
regard to the relations belween Japan 
jand America it 1s, as 1 believe, at- 
{ributable to the poisonous effect of 
mischievous propaganda. For these 
‘are the days of propaganda which 
pervade throughout the world, dis 

seminating — misunderstandings’ and 
‘Mlfeelings among different peoples. 
Specially foreign propagandists ap- 
pear to be showing thelr greatest 
activity in America whose sympathy 
they naturally consider as of the 
highest value. 

Backward In Art of Propaganda 
‘The Japanese people are most 
Joackward in. the art of propaganda. 
We are taught from our ehildhood 
that if only we are right-minded God 
will protect us even if we may lack 
in prayer. ‘The lesson Is perhaps a 
sound one, and may prove true in 
the Jong run, But in the meantime 
jwe are misrepresented and misunder- 
stood abroad and the harm is done 
before the truth comes forth. ‘The 
result is that the rumour has been 
fallowed to spread over the world 
that an armed conflict between Japan 
Jand America may come, will .prob- 
fably ‘come sooner or later, 

‘The intelligent class of people in 
both countries reject of course such 
Ja rumour simply os absurd, but the 
Ineessant labour of wicked propagan- 
ists gradually works upon the 
Innocent mind of the general public, 
which, getting nervous of the repeated 
cries, is led to believe finally in the 
apparition of a wolf. Mutual su 
pieion and fear thus created aro the 
most dangerous elements in the 
relations between nations as indeed 
between individuals. It is high time 
therefore both for the Japanese and. 
for the Americans to combat and 
Jovercome the criminal propaganda 
deliberately attempting to create sus 
picion and fear between them, 

For this reason Iet_me dwell for 
ja moment upon the so-called conflict 
between Japan and the United States, 
IT shall be very frank and straight- 
forward as I believe such a question 
should ‘be dealt with frankness and 
straightforwardness, In my opinion 
fan armed conilict between our coun- 
tries is possible only in the two 
lextremely improbable contingencies. 
In the frst place if Japan were foolish 
Jenough to attempt unduly to inter- 
fere with the matter of the western 
hemisphere then a war would become 
Inevitable. 

Japanese Know Own Business 


But the Japanese Government and 
[people know their own business and 
fare firmly determined {0 refrain 
from doing anything on the other 
side of the Pacific which might give 
rise to the shadow of "suspicion, 
Even where the inherent right and 
material interests of thelr nationals 
are vitally affected by legislative 
measures ‘or poplar action, Japan 
while asserting her position is patient 
Jenough to rely upon the time to cure 
Js femporary and’ perhaps passing 
If the immigration of Japanese 
labourers into United States was 
considered undesirable by American 
labourers the Japanese Government 
have not hesitated to exercise to the 
utmost their power of restriction 
tupon their people to eross the ocea 

In a word Japan leaves no stone 
junturned in order to remove all 
possible causes of friction with. her 
‘great neighbour. In these conditions 
how can the attitude of Japan lead 
to a conflict: on the Pacifle Ocean? 

In the second place it the United 
Stales ever attempted to dominate 
the Asiatic continent and prevented 
Japan from her pacifle and natural 
expansion in this part of the world, 
then indeed a grave situation would 
be created, for it is obvious that a 
‘nation with g population overcrowded.
